He showed,too, that 
the money§for the building of railways which 
came not from Eastern Canada but from Bri- 
tain, was ina great part repaid from North. 
West lands. 

J. Hogarth, for the negative showed that 
the Eastern provinces had lost the flower of 
their youths, who had gone to settle in the 
North-West. That they took with them con: 
siderable capital, which was a financial loss to 
the East. That they left their girls behind 
them, who bereft of their protectors had to 
face the world alone, That the wild lands ot 
the eastern provinces were only slowly being 
reclaimed as the prairies of the North West 
offered superior advantages,

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CIVIL JUSTICE. 

The amendments to the eivil justice ordin- 
ance passed at the late session of the North 
West Council exhibit one leading feature that 
is by no means pleasant. While the infant 
town of Calgary hasheen going into convul 
sions on account of the extraordinary pow. 
ers held by the stipendiary mayistrates, and 
while from one end of the country to the 
other the stand is taken that these powers 
are excessive, this ordinance, instead of re- 
ducing has increased them to a very consid. 
erabledegree. Instead of the amendments 
which have been passed having a tendancy 
to define the course which the judge shall 
pursue which should be the objeet of any 
legal enactinent— the object appears to be to 
vest in himas far as possible absolute con- 
trol. 

If the three stipendiary magistrates sitting 
in the council, who no doubt are responsible 
for the ordinance, think fit to call themselves 
judges and to style their court the high court 
of justice, while admiring their gall, no one 
is likely to quarrel with them on that ac- 
count, but when they take to themselves the 
power to alter the bounds of the various 
court districts at pleasure and to hold court 
as frequently or as infrequently as they 
please it is time to-draw the line, The ne 
cessity of the boundaries of the various eourt 
districts being well defined, well known, and 
to some extent permanent is obvious, as also 
the necessity that some definite minimum 
number of courts shall be held in each year. 
Nor is it less obvious that the boundaries of 
such districts could be most advantageously 
sutforth in the ordinance, and that the num- 
ber of sessions of court required in each dis- 
trict could best be settled by the representa- 
tives of the people interested. Judges in 
other parts of Canada sit w hen and where 
they are ordered, and why should not ours 
do likewise? It would be interesting to know 
on What grounds these judges arrogate to 
themselves the powerto try civil cases out 
side the district where the cause of action 
arose or where the defendant resides, It js 
as possible to conceive of a case Where such 
a method of trial would he equitable—except 
bygconsent of the defendant,whieh is not pro- 
vided for —-as of a case where it would be 
equitable to try a criminal without his being 
present, The provision for the distribution 
of the assets of a debtor prestuinably insol 
vont—among his creditors is a remarkable 
one, Under itthe person who makes the first 
attachment-—whieh he would not have made 
did he not see his way to getting a fair pro

The law that permits 
such a thing isnot of advantage to cither 
creditor or debtor or tothe country at large.

HERFEAS it is in and by the act of the 
Varliament of in the 
forty-seventh year of Her esty’s Reign, 
chaptered twenty-seven and intituled “ An 
Act further to amend the Indian Act, 1880,” 
amongst other things in effect enacted, that 
the Superintendent-Geveral of Indian Affairs 
may, when he considers it in the public in- 
terest to do 80, prohibit by en notice to 
that effect, the sale, cift or d , to any 
Indian in the Province of Manitoba or in any 
part thereof, or in the North-West Territo- 
tories or in any part thereof, of any fixed 
ammunition or Il cartridge; and every 
person who after such notice, withont the per- 
mission in writing of the Superintendent 
General, sells or gives, ur, inany other man- 
ner conveys toany Indian in the section of 
country thus prohibited any fixed ammuni- 
tion or ball cartridge, shall incur a penalty 
of not more than two hundred dollars, or 
shall be liable to imprisonment for a term of 
not more than six months, or to both fine 
and imprisonment, within the limite afore- 
said, at the discretion of the Court before 
which the conviction is had : 

Now Know Ye that I, the said Right Hono- 
rable Sir John Alexander Macdonald, Super- 
intendent General of Indian Affairs, consid- 
ering it to be in the public interest so to do, 
do hereby give public notice that the sale, 
gift or other disposal to any Indian in the 
North-West Territories of Canada or in any 
part thereof of any fixed ammunition or bail 
cartridge is hereby prohibited. and that ey- 
ery person who, after this notice, without 
the permission in writing of the Superin- 
tendent-General of Indian Affairs for the 
time being, sells or gives away, or in any 
other manner conveys to any Indian in the 
North-West territories of Canada, or in an. 
part thereof, any fixed aimmunition or ball 
cartridge, will incur the penalties provided 
by the said act.

HEREAS, since the completion of the 
allotment of the 1,400,000 acres of 
land set apart umer the Manitoba Act to ex- 
tinguish the Indian title of the Children of 
the Half-Breed heads of families resident in 
the Province of Manitoba, on the 15th July 
1870, a large nuinber of additional claimants 
have come and some are still coming for- 
ward with the evidence necessary to prove 
that they are children of Half-Breed heads 
of families and were residents in the province 
of Manitoba at the date mentioned. 

And Whereas, the 1,400,000 acres set apart 
under the Manitoba Act as aforesaid have 
been exhausted by such allotment, and by 
Order in Council,dated the 20th of April,1885
